Committee votes 
against use of 
herbicides to control 
underwater vegetation 


A municipal committee has de¬ 
cided that herbicides will not be 
used to control the weed prob¬ 
lem in two Dartmouth lakes. 

Members of the environ¬ 
ment and sustainability stand¬ 
ing committee voted unani¬ 
mously Thursday in favour of 
a staff recommendation for the 
contracted use of a mechanical 
harvester — a “vessel with sub¬ 
mersed blades and collection 
system” — to battle the exces¬ 
sive underwater weeds in Lakes 
Banook and Micmac. 

Staff recommended against 
aquatic herbicides in light of the 
opposition at a public meeting 
in June. “Reasons for this oppos¬ 
ition varied, but many speakers 
identified concerns for the po¬ 
tential for negative impacts on 
the environment and human 
health,” states the report. 


The committee had delayed 
a vote in Januaiy in order to 
receive information from a lo¬ 
cal expert on environmental 
toxicology who was in favour of 
herbicide use. 

Staff met with the expert 
and stated in a briefing note 
that the information didn’t af¬ 
fect the recommendation for 
the mechanical harvester. 

However, the delay prompt¬ 
ed Dartmouth MP Robert 
Chisholm — who will face off 
against HRM councillor and Lib¬ 
eral candidate Darren Fisher in 
the next federal election — to 
write to the committee, calling 
the delay “very troubling.” 

“The delay ... suggests that 
serious consideration is being 
given to the herbicide option,” 
states Chisholm’s letter. 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
called the letter “politicking” 
Thursday and said the delay 
was made to rectify an error in 
process. “This committee has 
always gone out of its way to 
get all the facts from all sources 
available and that’s all that was 
done in this case,” he said.

Members of the city’s environ¬ 
mental standing committee 
want staff to investigate the 
opportunities for the use of 
district energy in the Cogswell 
Interchange redevelopment — 
and gave themselves a stand¬ 


ing order to be more forceful 
on the issue in the future. 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
asked Thursday for a staff re¬ 
port on the steps being taken 
to ensure that district energy 
— a heating system powered 
by waste energy from some 
nearby large facility, such as 
the sewage treatment facility 
on Lower Water Street — is ex¬ 
plored for whatever is built on 
the site of the aging overpass. 

“I think probably most of 
us agree, Cogswell is the next 
and probably best opportun¬ 
ity we’re going to have,” he 
said. “I really need to know 
that we’re taking the proper

steps and proper processes 
and we’re going to do eveiy- 
thing possible to make this 
happen.” 

Councillors voted enthusi¬ 
astically in favour of the mo¬ 


tion, with some saying the 
municipality had missed out 
on similar opportunities with 
previous projects like the Em- 
era Oval and BMO Centre. 

“The wasted energy from 
just those two facilities is 
huge,” said Coun. Darren Fish¬ 
er. “I did ask at council at the 
time whether we could find a 
way to recover that lost heat, 
but I didn’t push hard enough 
and I regret that today.” 

The committee members 
said it was key for them as a 
body to be more vocal on the 
issue as well, with Coun. Jen¬ 
nifer Watts suggesting that 
brainstorming on district 


energy should become stan¬ 
dard practice for the commit¬ 
tee on all major capital pro¬ 
jects. 

Dalrymple said after the 
meeting that the committee 
will have to be forceful be¬ 
cause senior city managers 
have been “resistant” in the 
past to HRM’s involvement in 
district energy, saying it’s not 
in the municipality’s mandate. 

“If you go by the strict in¬ 
terpretation, they’re probably 
correct,” he said. “But it’s the 
right thing to do, it’s the en¬ 
vironmentally friendly thing 
to do, it’s the smart thing to 
do.”

Prosecution reviewing man’s 

charges in chemicals case 



Court. Crown attorney 
says details need to 
be heard in court 


Charges against a man, who 
police allege owned volatile 
chemicals that led to evacua¬ 
tion orders in Halifax and 
Ottawa, are being reviewed 
by prosecutors to make sure 
there is a realistic prospect of 
a conviction, a Crown attor¬ 
ney said Thursday. 

But Crown prosecutor Ter¬ 
ri Lipton said she still believes 
the case against Christopher 
Phillips should be heard by a 
court. 

“This is not clear-cut,” she 
said outside provincial court 
after Phillips made a brief ap¬ 
pearance. 

“We’re dealing with a 
chemical that he is lawfully 
allowed to have. Do we have a 
triable issue? Yes, very much. 
I think so. Are we continuing 
to look at the charge and do 
research on that? Absolutely, 
particularly when we have 
somebody in custody.” 

Phillips, 42, was arrested 
in an east-end Ottawa hotel 
on Jan. 21 after the building

was evacuated. He was later 
charged in Halifax with ut¬ 
tering threats and possession 
of a weapon — the chemical 
osmium tetroxide — for a 
dangerous purpose. 

Police have said a cot¬ 
tage and a shed that Phillips 
owned in the tiny coastal 
community of Grand Desert 
was filled with chemicals in 
various states of degradation. 

Lipton said prosecutors 
are still receiving lists of the 
substances inside the cottage. 

The area around the cot¬ 
tage was evacuated for five 
days. A shorter evacuation or¬ 
der was also ordered around a 
home in Cole Harbour. 

The alleged threat was 
made to a third party in an 
email that mentioned os¬ 
mium tetroxide, Lipton add¬ 
ed. 

Phillips, who worked as an 
opthamologist in the United 


States prior to moving to 
Halifax about five years ago, 
elected on Thursday to be 
tried by judge and juiy. 

He was remanded after de¬ 
fence lawyer Mike Taylor said 
he couldn’t make a bail appli¬ 
cation for his client because 
a place couldn’t be found for 
him to stay. 

“We have had a few op¬ 
tions that were potentially 
open to us. Unfortunately, 
people are afraid of simply 
getting involved because 
of the publicity concern¬ 
ing this,” Taylor said outside 
court, adding that Phillips 
can still apply for bail with 
two days’ notice. 

Outside court, Lipton also 
said the prosecution now ac¬ 
cepts that Phillips’ trip to 
Ottawa was “completely un¬ 
related” to any of the allega¬ 
tions about chemicals and is 
not part of the Crown’s char¬ 
ges. 

The RCMP have said the 
chemicals posed an extreme 
fire risk to the area due to 
their volatility, but Taylor 
said he believes the author¬ 
ities overreacted to the po¬ 
tential threat based on infor¬ 
mation he received.

out their own windows. 

“There’s a big difference 
between driving a family car 
and a school bus,” he said 
Thursday. 

Hadley explained many of 


the 89 schools that the board 
closed were those where 
students rely heavily on bus 
transportation. 

“We have to think about 
how we get the students 
home,” he said, adding that in 
the past, parents have spoken 
out against delayed openings 
and prefer that their children 
miss an entire school day in 
the event of a possible cancel¬ 
lation. 

Many of the 48 schools 
that remained open, such 


as Citadel High, Dartmouth 
High and Prince Andrew 
High, were those that depend 
more on parents driving their 
children or students finding 
their own method of trans¬ 
portation, he said. 

Safety is always the bottom 
line, Hadley said, explaining 
that the board decides to can¬ 
cel school and school buses 
on a day-to-day basis and does 
not use previous weather 
events as examples.

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Faculty union critical of university’s 
‘coronation’ of new president-elect 


Education. Teachers at 
Saint Mary's University 
feel the selection

Saint Maiy’s University’s new 
president-elect spoke about 
students and globalization at 
an event Thursday that the 
faculty’s union called a “coron¬ 
ation,” due to the controversy 
surrounding the closed search 
that led to his appointment. 

Dr. Robert Summerby-Mur- 
ray outlined his goals during 
the official presentation on 
campus such as being student- 
focused, continuing inter¬ 
national research, and con¬ 
centrate on what Saint Maiy’s 
can bring to our society with 


debate and new discoveries. 

“I’m most excited about 
the opportunity to push those 
international opportunities, to 
work with a community that 
has already demonstrated ... it 
has a sense of ways of moving 
forward,” Summerby-Murray 
told reporters. 

Originally from New Zea¬ 
land, Summerby-Murray has 
a PhD in geography and acted 
as dean of social sciences at 
Mount Allison University, then 
as arts and social sciences 
dean at Dalhousie University 
since 2010. 

The search committee’s 
chairman, John Fitzpatrick, 
said Summerby-Murray has 
excellent credentials and 
Halifax experience, but the 
Saint Maiy’s Faculty Union 
(SMUFU) president said it was 
“unprecedented” to hold a 
closed search where only one 
candidate was chosen without 
faculty feedback, unlike the 
three-candidate shortlist pro¬ 
fessors were consulted on dur¬ 
ing past decades.

“In a coronation, you just 
witness the crowning of the 
monarch ... and you don’t 
participate,” Marc Lamoureux 
said Thursday. “We feel that 
we’ve been wronged.” 

Last fall, Lamoureux said 
the union learned the school’s 
board of governors had passed 
a bylaw asking the search 
committee to conduct a closed 
search and bring them one 
candidate to ratify, allowing 
candidates freedom from any 
backlash at their current job. 

The union filed a grievance 
at the end of November, since 
Lamoureux said their collect¬ 
ive agreement states there 
must be meetings between 
the “candidates, plural” and 
academic community before 
the choice is made. 

It wasn’t until Wednesday 


afternoon that Summerby- 
Murray was introduced to the 
Saint Maiy’s faculty and stu¬ 
dents, Lamoureux said, creat¬ 
ing the feeling it was a “state 
secret.” 

The second phase of the 
grievance could go to arbi¬ 
tration within the next six 
months, Lamoureux said, and 
if the matter is decided in fa¬ 
vour of the union, the search 
process would restart and 
SMU could be open to a law¬ 
suit from Summerby-Murray. 

Although Lamoureux said 
the grievance has nothing to 
do with the president-elect 
personally, he said the admin¬ 
istration and governors have 
let the faculty down. 

“We were left with a veiy 
sour taste in our mouth,” Lam¬ 
oureux said, adding this does 
not help employee mood head¬ 
ing into collective bargaining 
talks over this summer. 

“I think people will not ne¬ 
cessarily be too warm to come 
forward and work with the 
new president.”

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Sarah Hastings. Acadia 
student remembered as 
‘bright’ and ‘free-spirited’ 


An Acadia University student 
who died of meningitis last 
weekend is being remem¬ 
bered as an athlete, good 
friend and someone who em¬ 
braced university life to the 
fullest. 

Sarah Hastings was a first- 
year business student from 
Cambridge, Ont., a letter post¬ 
ed on the university’s website 
from enrolment and student 
services vice-president Susan 
Mesheau states. 

She celebrated her 18th 
birthday just 10 days before 
her death. “Sarah lived in 
Chipman House, where she 
was surrounded by a circle 
of close friends and where 
she grew quickly to embrace 
eveiything about Acadia, both 
inside and outside her class¬ 
rooms,” Mesheau said. 

Hastings was found uncon¬ 
scious in her residence room 
by her roommates on Jan. 31 
and was taken to hospital in 
Kentville. She passed away 
from bacterial meningitis on 
Feb. 1. 

The university says Hast¬ 
ings was very active in events 
at her residence, Chipman 
House, and frequently organ¬ 
ized activities and encouraged 


other students to participate. 

“Because of her enthusi¬ 
asm and willingness to help 
others, Sarah was loved by 
eveiyone who knew her,” the 
letter says. 

Hastings was also a mem¬ 
ber of the Acadia ringette and 
field hockey club teams. 

“She played with an in¬ 
tensity that was consistent 
with her personality: bright, 
funny, spontaneous and free- 
spirited,” Mesheau said. 

Hastings’ obituary de¬ 
scribes her as “an incredible 
athlete and avid canoe trip¬ 
per” whose “determination 
and dedication inspired her 
friends and teammates.” 

A graduate of the Inter¬ 
national Baccalaureate pro¬ 
gram in Kitchener, Ont., 
Hastings was the youngest 
daughter of Iain and Susan 
Hastings of Cambridge.

Program gives international students a chance to ‘stay local’

Miguel Bautista knows that 
finding a job is tough. 

The 29-year-old was com¬ 
pleting his master’s degree in 
business at Saint Maiy’s Uni¬ 
versity when, during a net¬ 
working event last year, he 
struck up a conversation that 
led to a phone call, an inter¬ 
view and, after some waiting 
around to hear back, a sum¬ 
mer internship. 

“It’s difficult to get that 
‘in’ into a company or that 
‘in’ into an interview,” Bau¬ 
tista explained Thursday. 

He said he saw his intern¬ 


ship experience as “an op¬ 
portunity to say, ‘Here’s what 
I can do,”’ and a chance to 
prove himself, which he sees 
as a particularly important 
opportunity to give inter¬ 
national students who want 
to “live local and stay local.” 

On Thursday, the Sobey 
School of Business at Saint 
Maiy’s, in partnership with 
the Halifax Port Authority 
and the Hong Kong-Canada 
Business Association Atlan¬ 
tic Section, launched a new 
internship program in an 
effort to keep more inter¬ 


national students in Nova 
Scotia. 

Karen Oldfield, CEO and 
president of the Port Author¬ 
ity, made the announcement 
during a news conference at 
the Halifax Seaport Market 
on Thursday, saying they will 
hire — and pay — two intern¬ 
ship students eveiy year for 
the next three years, for any¬ 
where between four to eight 
months. She expects the pro¬ 
gram to begin later this year.

Typographical 
error in permit for 
Northern Pulp mill 

Nova Scotia’s Environment 
Department is amending a 
new permit for the North¬ 
ern Pulp mill in Pictou 
County after discovering 
a typographical error that 
misstates the location of 


an environmental study 
required in 2019. 

Department spokes¬ 
woman Heather Fairbairn 
says the document states 
that mill effluent will be 
measured at the end of 
an effluent transmission 
pipe, referred to as Point 
A. 

But Fairbairn says 
the permit should have 
said the effluent will be 
measured at the outlet of 


an aerated stabilization 
basin, called Point C. 

The department issued 
the industrial approval for 
the mill last Friday that re¬ 
quires tighter restrictions 
on emissions and water 
consumption. 

But Northern Pulp has 
said it plans to challenge 
the permit, saying it 
threatens the mill’s long¬ 
term viability.

Major says report into 
housing market in 
compensation case 
against feds is flawed 


A report that is central to 
a dispute between militaiy 
members and the federal gov¬ 
ernment over housing com¬ 
pensation is deeply flawed and 
should be tossed out, says a 25- 
year veteran who claims the 
ongoing feud is devastating his 
family. 

The study examined the 
housing market in Bon Ac¬ 
cord, Alta., to determine if 
it was depressed from 2007 
to 2010, when Maj. Marcus 
Brauer bought his home and 
then sold it at a loss after being 
transferred to a base in Nova 
Scotia. 

The assessment, done by 
an appraiser for the Treasuiy 
Board, found the community 
did not meet the definition of 
a depressed market, which in¬ 
volves a drop of more than 20 
per cent. 

The finding angered 


Brauer, who said it is just an¬ 
other delay in a lengthy legal 
battle with the Treasuiy Board 
over compensation dozens of 
Forces members say they are 
being denied unfairly. 

“I was absolutely livid that 
they’re going out and again, 
for the second time, tiying to 
reverse-engineer the decision 
to negatively affect members,” 
Brauer said Thursday in an 
interview from Vilnius, Lithu¬ 
ania, where he is on duty. 

“I wouldn’t say it’s valid at 
all.” 

The finding is a critical part 
of a fight that has dragged on 
for five years between Brauer 
and Ottawa over militaiy 
members’ forced relocations 
and compensation they can re¬ 
ceive for losses on the sales of 
their homes. 

Brauer, a 43-year-old father 
of five, said he lost $88,000 
when he sold his home in Bon 
Accord after being posted to 
Halifax, but was granted only 


$15,000 in compensation after 
the Treasuiy Board decided in 
2012 it was not a depressed 
market. 

Brauer, who said housing 
prices dropped 23 per cent 
over three years, took the mat¬ 
ter to Federal Court a year ago 
and a judge ordered the board 
to review its decision, which 
he called “unreasonable.” 

Brauer and his lawyer, Dan 
Wallace, said this latest report 
excluded certain home sale 
numbers, included the wrong 
geographic location and used 
subjective data. 

Wallace sent his response 
to the report to Tony Clem¬ 
ent, the minister responsible 
for the Treasuiy Board, but has 
not yet received a response. A 
spokeswoman for the Treasuiy 
Board would only say the re¬ 
view is continuing. 

“My family’s been de¬ 
stroyed,” Brauer said. “I can’t 
carry the army’s debt anymore.”

Taxpayers deserve to know more about Nova Star: Opposition 



The provincial government 
says it will spend less money 
on the Nova Star ferry ser¬ 
vice this year, but opposition 
parties still say Nova Scotian 
taxpayers deserve to know 
more. 

Progressive Conservative 
MLA for Argyle-Barrington 
Chris d’Entremont said 
while ongoing ferry service 
is welcome news, the govern¬ 
ment’s announcement Wed¬ 
nesday should have included 
more clarity and assurances. 

The government an¬ 
nounced it will pay up to 
$13 million for the service 
in 2015. This comes in addi¬ 
tion to the $28.5 million the 


government paid in the first 
year of the ferry service. 

“What happens if the 
company runs out of money 
to operate before the sea¬ 
son is finished?” asked 
d’Entremont. “Is there a con¬ 
tingency, or will taxpayers 
once again be surprised to 
find out they are on the hook 
for additional funds?” 

D’Entremont said the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative caucus 
remains supportive of a feriy 
service, but believes Nova 
Scotians deserve a compe¬ 
tent plan to get passengers 
using the service. For in¬ 
stance, d’Entremont said 
he is concerned that there 


still isn’t a long-term deal in 
place. 

The agreement an¬ 
nounced this week is for one 
year. The province will ac¬ 
cept proposals for ferry ser¬ 
vice for the following year. 
The current operators will be 
invited to submit a proposal 
along with other potential 
operators. 

“When I talk to the busi¬ 
nesses in my area, and even 
here in Yarmouth, if they 
want to invest in their prop¬ 
erties and they want to go to 
the bank and borrow money, 
there needs to be more than 
one year,” he said. 

D’Entremont said he is 


pleased to see there is more 
transparency included in the 
agreement, which includes 
requiring Nova Star Cruises 
to report passenger numbers 
no later than 15 days after 
the end of each month. 

NDP Leader Maureen Mac¬ 
Donald is also saying that 
Nova Scotians deserve to 
know how much money the 
Liberal government is will¬ 
ing to spend on a Yarmouth 
ferry service beyond this 
year. 

“In about a year and a half 
the Liberals have given Nova 
Star more than $40 million 
— that’s a lot of money,” said 
MacDonald, the Canadian press 
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Reserves. Indoor plumbing 
to cost $165M, but only a 
fraction budgeted: Reports 


Internal federal documents es¬ 
timate it will cost $165 million 
to replace government-issued 
slop pails with modem indoor 
plumbing on four of Canada’s 
poorest reserves, but only a frac¬ 
tion of that has been budgeted. 

Regional reports from Ab¬ 
original Affairs and Northern 
Development Canada and ob¬ 
tained by The Canadian Press 
say $22 million was budgeted in 
2011 to install rudimentaiy in¬ 
door plumbing in hundreds of 
homes in a cluster of northern 
Manitoba reserves known as Is¬ 
land Lake. 

The reports date back to the 
fall of 2013 and were received 
under access-to-information 


legislation. 

They say upgraded homes 
were outfitted with basic 
plumbing hooked up to indi¬ 
vidual water and sewage tanks. 
Although the reports repeat¬ 
edly say much more money is 
needed for a community sew¬ 
age system, no new money has 
been budgeted in more than 
three years. 

“The project costs exceed 
available funding,” states a re¬ 
port dated March 2014. 

A spokesperson for Aborigin¬ 
al Affairs Minister Bernard Val- 
court said the minister was not 
available for comment and did 
not provide anyone to answer 
questions, the Canadian press

Top court to release 
ruling on right to die 


Decision. Landmark 
case could have far- 
reaching consequences 


The countiy’s top court is re¬ 
leasing what could be a land¬ 
mark decision Friday on the 
right of the terminally ill to end 
their lives — a ruling that could 
have implications for Canada’s 
aging population, as well as 
doctors and politicians. 

The case has pitted the fed¬ 
eral government against the 
Province of Quebec, divided 
doctors, and forced religious 
groups to face off against pa¬ 
tients on the verge of dying. 

Observers on both sides of 
the debate agree little, except 
the three possible outcomes. 

The moral, legal and polit¬ 
ical issues raised by a debate 
that has polarized the country 
were sparked by an 89-year-old 
woman with a degenerative 
spinal condition who travelled 


to Switzerland in 2010 to do 
something she could not do at 
home in Vancouver: end her 
life under medical supervision 
with the counsel, comfort and 
assistance of her family. 

Kay Carter’s daughter, Lee, 
brought the case before the 
courts in British Columbia and 
convinced a provincial court 
judge that a law making it a 
crime to help someone com¬ 
mit suicide is a violation of 
the Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms. 

The decision, overturned on 
appeal, has snaked its way up 
to the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada where the controversial 
question of euthanasia, assisted 
suicide and the sanctity of hu¬ 
man life will be revisited more 
than two decades after the 1993 
ruling barring ALS patient Sue 
Rodriguez from ending her life. 

The Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation, which lobbies on be¬ 
half of the countiy’s physicians, 
has said it is prepared to help 
lawmakers draft new rules if 


Possible outcomes 


There are thought to be three 
possible outcomes of the Su¬ 
preme Court ruling on whether 
to overturn laws on assisted 
suicide and euthanasia: 


• Judges maintain ban on 
end-of-life options: This out¬ 
come would impact Quebec, 
where euthanasia has been 
legalized. 


• Judges reverse ban on end- 
of-life options: This would 
force the federal govern¬ 
ment to rewrite sections of 
the Criminal Code, and could 


necessaiy, and recently adopted 
a policy allowing that in some 
cases of great suffering it may 
be appropriate to give in to a 
patient’s request to die. 

The coalition of groups op¬ 
posed to the legalization of 
euthanasia and assisted suicide 


force provinces to work on 
laws to provide euthanasia 
and assisted suicide for 
dying patients. 


• A split ruling to allow as¬ 
sisted suicide and uphold 
euthanasia ban: This 
possible outcome would 
maintain the ban on end- 
of-life options, but would 
leave open the possibility of 
further legal fights brought 
by those whose physical dis¬ 
abilities prevent them from 
administering the lethal 
drugs necessary.

SupremeCourt 
vs. government 

The Supreme Court of Canada 
will rule Friday on the consti¬ 
tutionality of doctor-assisted 
suicide, a practice opposed by 
the Conservative government. 

The court has, of late, 
repeatedly ruled against federal 


government arguments on a 
variety of issues. Here are four 
cases: 

• April 11,2014: The govern¬ 
ment’s Truth in Sentencing Act 
sought to stop judges from 
routinely giving inmates extra 
credit for time spent in jail before 
custody. The court rules judges 
have the discretion to allow up 
to 1.5 days credit for a day served 
pre-sentence. 


• March 21 , 2014: The court 
rules 6-1 that semi-retired Federal 
Court of Appeal Justice Marc 
Nadon, named to the Supreme 
Court by Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper in September 2013, is 
ineligible to sit. They find he does 
not meet the special criteria laid 
out for candidates from Quebec. 

• Dec. 20,2013: The court 
strikes down the country's laws 
prohibiting brothels, street walk¬ 


ing and living off the avails of 
prostitution. The Harper govern¬ 
ment had strongly argued in 
favour of the laws. The 9-0 court 
decision gave the government 
a year to enact a new statute, 
which resulted in Bill C-36 being 
enacted last November. Many 
legal experts expect the new law 
will also face a constitutional 
challenge.

Leaders back 
plan to end 
Ukraine war 


Talks. German 
chancellor and French 
president to meet Putin 
in Moscow on Friday 


Carrying a peace plan that re¬ 
portedly incorporates proposals 
from Russia, the leaders of Ger¬ 
many and France met Thursday 
with Ukrainian Petro Poro- 
shenlco in a hastily arranged 
mission to bring an end to the 
accelerated fighting in the east 
of the country. 

The trip by German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel and French 
President Francois Hollande, 
who will follow by meeting 
Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin on Friday in Moscow, came 
as concerns rose about whether 
the U.S. would grant lethal aid 
to Ukraine and as NATO formed 
a quick-reaction force of 5,000 
soldiers in response to Russia’s 
increased military muscle-flex¬ 
ing. 

The high-level diplomacy 
came as resurgent fighting 
killed eight more people in 
eastern Ukraine and fuelled 
fears the conflict is threatening 
Europe’s overall security. More 
than 5,300 people have been 
killed since the fighting started 


in April. 

The top NATO commander, 
U.S. Air Force Gen. Philip Breed¬ 
love, said Thursday that Russia 
continues to supply the separa¬ 
tists with heavy, state-of-the- 
art weapons, air defences and 
fighters. 

In comments to repor¬ 
ters after the talks with Poro- 
shenlco, Kerry urged Russia 
to show its commitment to a 
peaceful, diplomatic solution to 
the conflict in eastern Ukraine 
by ceasing its militaiy support 
for the separatists and bringing 
them to the negotiation table. 

“Our choice is diplomacy,” 
Kerry said, making no men¬ 
tion of providing Ukraine with 
lethal militaiy aid. 

At a later news conference 
with Ukrainian Prime Minister 
Arseniy Yatsenyulc, Kerry said 
President Barack Obama “is re¬ 
viewing all his options; among 
those options obviously is the 
possibility of providing defen¬ 
sive systems to Ukraine.” 

“We are not interested in a 
proxy war. Our objective is to 
change Russia’s behaviour,” he 
said. 

Nonetheless, U.S. lethal aid 
to Ukraine would likely inten¬ 
sify the conflict and further 
polarize the West and Russia.

The drama that has gripped

testify before them. 


Intelligence agent Antonio 
Stiuso had assisted prosecu¬ 
tor Alberto Nisman in his 
investigation of the unsolved 
bombing of a Buenos Aires 
Jewish community centre in 
1994. A report Nisman sub¬ 
mitted to a federal judge in 
Januaiy accused Fernandez of 
agreeing to shield the alleged 
masterminds of the attack in 
exchange for oil. But Nisman 
was found shot dead Jan. 18, 
hours before he was to ap¬ 
pear in Congress.

Flight from Taiwan 


Crash survivor says 
engine felt wrong 

From the start of the flight 
in Taiwan’s capital, survivor 
Huang Jin-sun suspected 
trouble. 

“There was some sound 
next to me. It did not feel 
right shortly after takeoff. 
The engine did not feel 
right,” the 72-year-old man 
told ETTV television Thurs¬ 
day from his hospital bed. 


Huang was one of 15 
people who survived when 
the TransAsia Airways 
turbojet carrying 58 people 
crashed Wednesday into a 
river minutes after taking off 
in Taipei. At least 32 people 
died and 11 are still missing. 

Moments before the plane 
banked sharply and crashed, 
one of its pilots told the con¬ 
trol tower, “Mayday, mayday, 
engine flameout,” according 
to an aviation official who 
asked not to be identified.

Liquidation sale 
misses its Target 



Retail. Promised 30 % 
discount items hard to 
find, leaving bargain- 
hunters frustrated 


Bargain hunters who ex¬ 
pected to unearth major deals 
at their local Target stores on 
Thursday, the first day of its 
liquidation sale, were sure 
to be disappointed once they 
got a look at the prices. 

Store signs that promised 
discounts of up to 30 per 
cent yielded to shelves with 
price cuts mostly in the 10- to 
20-per-cent range. 

“I’m not super-impressed, 
really,” said Paul Boychuk, 
who walked into a Toronto 
Target store expecting better 
savings. 

The elusive deeper dis¬ 
counts quickly became a con¬ 
versation piece for customers 
who roamed the store aisles, 
discussing the savings, or lack 
of them, on their cellphones. 

Liquidation sales began 
at Target’s 133 stores across 
the country after an Ontario 
court gave the go-ahead for 
the sale on Wednesday, less 
than a month after the U.S. 
retailer announced its plans 
to leave Canada. 

Despite some complaints, 
the 30-per-cent discount did 
exist — if shoppers were look¬ 
ing for cosmetics or women’s 
accessories. Most everything 


else in the store was reduced 
by less, with clearance sales 
on items such as diapers, 
dishes, and most electronics 
discounted by 10 per cent. 

Apple products, such as 
the iPad and iPod Touch, 
were just five per cent off. 

Customer traffic spiked 
at Target locations across the 
country compared with an 
average day at the store. 

Lineups began forming 
outside one location in To¬ 
ronto before sunrise as hope¬ 
ful shoppers looked to be 
first inside for the best buys. 
By the time employees threw 
open the doors, more than 
50 people had gathered and 
within an hour several hun¬ 
dred were walking the aisles. 

Olivia Dupuis was an occa¬ 


sional Target Canada shopper 
during the company’s bright¬ 
er days and said Target’s de¬ 
parture will leave a retail 
hole. “It was a one-stop shop 
... I liked certain brands they 
had, so I’ll miss that,” she said 
at a Toronto store. 

As with most liquidations, 
the discounts are likely to 
grow as time goes by and the 
company looks to clear out 
product that hasn’t sold. Tar¬ 
get hopes to be out of Canada 
before the summer with the 
goal of closing all of its stores 
by mid-May. 

Not everyone will miss 
Target Canada, including Boy¬ 
chuk, who said he finds the 
best deals on e-commerce re¬ 
tailer Amazon.

Hacking. Sony Pictures 
head gets reassigned 


Amy Pascal will step down 
as co-chairwoman of Sony 
Pictures Entertainment and 
head of the film studio, nearly 
three months after a massive 
hack hit the company and re¬ 
vealed embarrassing emails. 

Pascal, one of the most 
powerful women in Holly¬ 
wood and the force behind 
such critical and commercial 
hits as The Social Network 
and American Hustle, will 
launch a major new produc¬ 
tion venture at the studio 
focused on movies, television 
and theatre, Sony Pictures 
said Thursday. Her career 
with Sony has spanned nearly 
20 years. 

During the hack, Pascal 
came under fire for racist 
remarks about U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s presumed 
choice in movies that sur¬ 
faced in leaked emails. Pascal 



also faced criticism for green¬ 
lighting the film that may 
have inspired the hacking to 
begin with: The Interview. 

Pascal will transition to 
the new venture in May. Sony 
Pictures will finance Pascal 
under a four-year contract.

DVD rentals. Redbox 
pulling out of Canada 


DVD and Blu-ray rental com¬ 
pany Redbox is shutting 
down its Canadian operations 
and pulling its rental kiosks 
out of Canada. 

Chicago-based Redbox 
announced Thursday that it 
made the decision after fail¬ 
ing to generate sufficient 
business at its 1,400 rental 
kiosks across the country. 

In a telephone interview 
from Los Angeles, company 
president Mark Horalc said 
the last date for rentals will 
be Feb. 13, with the last re¬ 


turn date on March 5. 

Most of the kiosks and 
their contents are expected 
to be removed and returned 
to the United States by the 
end of March. 

Asked how many employ¬ 
ees and contractors would 
be affected by the shutdown, 
Horalc would say only “veiy 
few.” 

Redbox landed in Canada 
in mid-2012 and set up most 
of its machines at groceiy and 
convenience stores.

For the most part, Canada hasn’t dealt with 
Prohibition since the 1920s (though P.E.I. was 
dry until 1948, suckers) and I’m not saying we 
deal with Prohibition now, but if you take a 
look around this country, it might feel like 
you’re at least dealing with Prohibition’s 
stubborn grandchild.

citizens were again able to legally purchase 
alcohol, they needed a permit, kind of like a 
driver’s licence, to do so. 

Every time you went to your Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board, you had to show this permit and 
the clerk would make a record of what you 
purchased. Man, I’d be pretty embarrassed if 
someone had a record of every trip I’ve made 
to a liquor store. It would be a novel by now, 

I’d title it Chianti: A Love Story. 

So it’s great that things have changed a 
smidge since early post-Prohibition Canada, 
I’m also thrilled I’m able to vote as a woman. 
But it’s still no picnic. Meanwhile, you can 
buy booze in grocery and convenience stores 
in theU.K., New Zealand, Denmark, Finland, 
Germany, Bulgaria, Lithuania, Malta, the list 
is pretty much never-ending.

Sean Bean has made a ca¬ 
reer in big-budget genre 
fare, from James Bond to 
The Lord of the Rings to 
Game of Thrones. 

His latest sends him 
to outer space with co¬ 
directors Andy and Lana 
Wachowslci for Jupiter As¬ 
cending, in which Bean 
plays a human-bee hybrid 
helping an unwitting earth¬ 
ling (Mila Kunis) embrace 
her true heritage as one of 
the most powerful beings in 
the universe. 

That career of his, by the 
way, has also inspired an 
entire sub-genre of Inter¬ 
net memes, remixing his 
more famous lines for com¬ 
mentary on sports, politics, 


pop culture or anything, 
really. Not that he necessar¬ 
ily knows what a meme is, 
exactly. 

When you’re working with 
the Wachowskis, do you 
ever play one off of the 
other, since you have two 
directors? 

You mean try and get one 
pissed off with the other 
one? 


Say you don’t necessarily 
like the direction one of 
them’s giving you... 

No, no (laughs). It was quite 
good, really, because if 
Andy was directing, Lana 
would take a back seat, and 
vice versa. It was actually 
kind of hard to distinguish 
because they were so kind 
of focused and singular in 
what they wanted to get. 
They have kind of different 


styles. I guess Andy was a 
bit more physically oriented 
than Lana.

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Lego Movie songwriter is sorry for the earworm 



Awards season. Jaunty 
tune called Everything 
is Awesome has gotten 
a bit too ubiquitous for 
musician’s relatives 


Canadian-reared songwriter 
Joshua Bartholomew and 
his wife Lisa Rae Harriton 
co-wrote the earworm Eveiy- 
thing is Awesome from The 
Lego Movie — and he’s very 
sorry. 

“I’ve apologized to so many 
people,” Bartholomew said in 
a recent telephone interview. 
“I live in L.A. now but most of 
my family is back in Canada, 
and many of them are educa¬ 
tors, teachers. 

“I got so many emails and 
texts saying: ‘What have you 
done?’ All their students were 
singing it.” 

Bartholomew and Harri¬ 
ton, who together go by Jo Li, 
were invited aboard the Lego 
project by the movie’s studio 
after Shawn Patterson crafted 
the song’s first draft. 

Now, the jaunty tune is in 
the running at Sunday’s 57th 


Grammy Awards (for best 
song written for visual media) 
and at the Oscars on Feb. 22 
(for best original song), al¬ 
though Patterson is the only 
contributor named on the Os¬ 
car nod. 

The pair reworked a 
“couple things” from Patter¬ 
son’s version, changed lyrics 


and, most drastically, altered 
the production in their own 
take, which they sang togeth¬ 
er. That recording of the song 
appears in the film, while a 
version by Calgaiy’s Tegan and 
Sara was released as a single. 

Bartholomew, 30, says pro¬ 
ducers requested a tune that 
served a dual purpose. 


“First they wanted it to be 
a song that was this oppres¬ 
sive, Orwellian, catchy sort of 
song that brainwashed eveiy- 
body in the Lego commun¬ 
ity to follow their rules,” he 
explained.“But it had to turn 
around at the end of the mov¬ 
ie and become their anthem 
of freedom.” 



Bartholomew has writ¬ 
ten songs for Emerson Drive 
(Let Your Love Speak) and Es- 
thero (Over) while releasing 
music under his own name 
as well. He says he’s in the 
process of getting a band off 
the ground with Nick Perri, 
brother of Jar of Hearts sing¬ 
er Christina Perri. 


But this is certainly a 
game-changing hit for the 
cheerful Bartholomew, who 
is now settled down south. 

His dad was in the mil¬ 
itary, and Bartholomew 
grew up on the move, spend¬ 
ing most of his life in Allis- 
ton, Ont. His musical par¬ 
ents surrounded him with 
instruments and he learned 
drums, piano, guitar and 
bass before his adolescence 
was through. 

“You have a lot of time 
in Canada in the winter,” he 
chuckled. “It gets cold. You 
hole up inside and figure out 
how to get stuff done.” 

In Januaiy 2011, Bartholo¬ 
mew wandered down to 
L.A., intending to meet with 
publishers for a few weeks. 
He didn’t leave. He lived in 
a trailer and built the social 
circle that eventually helped 
him and his wife land the 
blockbuster Lego gig. 

“Now my wife and I have 
a house. I sold the trailer,” he 
said. “I do miss it though. I 
grew up in Canada, camping 
in the summer for the whole 
summer by the lake. I’m def¬ 
initely a nomad by nature.”

Think it’s tough to catch a 
glimpse of Sia’s face during 
her performances these days? 
Try booking an interview with 
the reclusive singer. 

The performer, who has 
risen in the pop music ranks 
thanks to writing hits for fe¬ 
male stars and hitting the 
charts with her own tunes, 
has dodged press and even 
turns her head during live per¬ 
formances. The creative cam¬ 
paign for her latest album, 
1000 Forms of Fear, was a suc¬ 
cess thanks to radio airplay 
and its highly viewed music 
videos starring Maddie Ziegler 
of Dance Moms. Sia’s album 
debuted at No. 1 and Chande¬ 
lier became a multi-platinum 
international success. 

She even earned four 
Grammy nominations — 
though she’s not sure she’ll at¬ 
tend the big show on Sunday. 

“I know, it’s getting a little 
close,” longtime manager 
David Russell said in an inter¬ 
view last week (Sia, obviously, 
wouldn’t be interviewed for 
this story). “It remains to be 
seen what we’ll do.” 

Sia and Chandelier earned 
nominations in the top cat¬ 
egories, including song and 
record of the year. 

Russell, who has worked 
with Sia for more than a dec¬ 
ade, said they didn’t see the 
commercial success coming. 

“We didn’t anticipate that 



kind of reaction, but that fact 
that that’s come has been 
extraordinaiy,” he said. 

Last year marked a break¬ 
through for 39-year-old Sia, 
who released her first album 
in 1997. After writing for a 
slew of singers, from Riha- 
nna (Diamonds) to Beyonce 
(Pretty Hurts), she finally saw 
her own Top 40 success with 
Chandelier, a song she origin¬ 
ally thought she might send 
to Rihanna. The writing suc¬ 
cess came around the time Sia 
co-starred on David Guetta’s 
Titanium, a song the mega¬ 
producer had to convince her 
to do. 

Russell says Alicia Keys was 
originally considered for Ti¬ 
tanium, and even Maiy J. Blige 
cut the track. 

“It simply came down to 
David begging that Sia stay 
on the record, and wisely she 
agreed,” Russell said. “I mean, 
it literally happened like two 
days after she was like, ‘That’s 
it. I’m done making my own 
records. I’m just going to be

NHL Chips in jerseys, 
pucks being tested 
to record every move 
in hockey starting as 
early as next season 


Imagine tracking Sidney 
Crosby’s eveiy move on the 
ice — in real time. 

It may not be far off. 

The NHL is experimenting 
with player tracking technol¬ 
ogy that could be available 
as early as next season for 
broadcasters and fans. 

During last month’s all- 
star game in Columbus, 
Ohio, chips were put in 
jerseys and pucks to track 
everything from speed and 
movement to shift length 
and ice time. The success of 
this first experiment could 
make it more widespread. 

“We’re not exactly sure 
where this will all take us,” 
NHL Commissioner Gary 
Bettman said last week in 
Vancouver, B.C. “Ultimately, 


we are hoping to deliver the 
kind of data that will create 
insights and tell stories that 
avid and casual hockey fans 
will enjoy. 

“We are attempting to 
embark upon a journey that 
hopefully will enable us to 
create and then maintain a 
digital record of everything 
in our game and compile a 
complete digital history.” 

Sportvision, the same 
company responsible for 
first-and-10 lines in football 
and “K zone” strike-zone 
mapping in baseball, has 
worked with the NHL for six 
years to get to this point. In 
co-operation with the NHL 
Players’ Association, each 
player had a chip in the col¬ 
lar of his jersey during all- 
star weekend. Chips were in 
each puck so infrared cam¬ 
eras in the ceiling of Nation¬ 
wide Arena could track every 
movement. 

With this technology, 
teams, players and fans can 
see how fast a player is skat¬ 
ing, his top speed and aver¬ 
age. 


The league and NHLPA 
must come to an agreement 
before there’s even a con¬ 
sideration about having play¬ 
er tracking in place for real 
games. It’s much more data, 
and with that comes some 
hesitancy on behalf of some 
players. 

“We haven’t finished 
discussing all that with the 
players,” NHLPA executive 
director Don Fehr said. “Are 
there issues some players are 
concerned about? Sure. But 
it falls into the generalized 
category of creating mean¬ 
ingless statistics.” 

Sportvision CEO Hank Ad¬ 
ams thinks there’s a use for 
the stats. TV networks can 
determine speed and move¬ 
ment in real-time, with lots 
of information to mine. 

“I’d say all around it was 
a success for us,” Adams 
told The Canadian Press. 
“We were very pleased and 
at some point hopefully it 
translates into something 
more long-term. But that’s 
yet to be seen.”
